It is believed that the date assigned 


this dispatch by the Consul refers to the 
file date when the message left Tsinan. 
and does not fix the time when it left 
Peking by courier. 
While the State Department does not 


attempt to fix a date upon which" the 
Cong* message left Peking, the offi- 
cials are inclined to believe that it was 
one of the messages smuggled out of 
Peking before the imperial edict was is- 
sued removing the restriction upon 
transmission of the cipher 
messages. 


The date on the message is August 5th. 


The concluding sentence of Mr. Con- 


ger's message, saying that the legation- 
crs are prepared to hold on indefinitely 
r.o matter what the outcome may be. U 
considered gratifying intelligence, be- 
cause it indicates the besieged Ministers 
arc not growing faint hearted and will 
hold out to the bitter end. This mes- 
sage, like the others that.have preceded 
it. contains no intimation that any of

Shot to Pieces 


by Unknown 


Robbers. 


Heroic But Vain Effort 


to Save Company's 


Money. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Aug. n.—So far 


as known the train robbers who mur- 
dered Express Messenger Charles Lane 
on 
the Pennsylvania-Pittsburg train 


which arrived in this city at 11:30 last 
night, and looted the local safe of the 
money and valuables it contained have 
not yet been captured. 


The crime was not discovered until 


the train pulled into the Union Station 
here. When extra messenger Sheldon 
oS the Adams Transfer Office went to 
the car he found Lane dead, lying face 
downward in a pool of blood between 
the stove and the side of the car in the 
forward end. The body was found to 
have been riddled with 
bullets, and 


there were evidences that a desperate 
struggle had taken place. No less than 
eight bullet wounds were found. 
The 


robbers had taken the key to the local 
safe from the messenger's pocket. 
The 


key was- left sticking in the safe door. 
The messenger's 
revolver, 
with two 


chambers emptied, was found 
in the 


safe, where it had been probably laid 
by the robbers after being wrenched 
from his hand. 


The murder was probably committed 


just after the train left Milford Center, 
twenty-eight miles west of Columbus, 
where it is believed the robbers board- 
ed the train. 
Conductor Taylor saw 


and talked with Messenger Lane there. 
When th« body was discovered here it 
was cold and the blood clotted, showing 
that death had occurred at least a half 
hour previous. 
The robbers 
had no 


difficulty in getting into the car, as the 
end door had been Jcft vpert on account 
of the heat. The train made only two 
stops between Milford Center and Co- 
lumbus, one at Plain City and the other 
at Marble Cliff,- the latter five miles out 
of the city. At the latter place the train 
was flagged to take on a passenger, an 
old man. 
— 


All the city detectives were immedi- 


ately sent out along the line of the rail- 
road and are scouring the neighboring 
country. From the number of bullets 
fired into the body of the messenger it 
is supposed there were two, three or 
four robbers. Lane was 24 years of age 
and leaves a widow and child.

Mr. Bryan takes several thousand words to say that he 


is opposed to the retention of the Philippines, though he ad- 
raits advising their purchase. Extracting the only definite 
statement of policy contained in the mass of glittering gener- 
alities he puts forth in his speech of acceptance, he proposes, 
in the improbable event of his election, to convene Congress 
in extra session, "First, to establish a stable form of govern- 
ment in iiie Philippine Islands, just as we are now establish- 
ing a stable form of government in the island of Cuba; 
second, to give independence to the Filipinos, just as we 
have promised to give independence to the Cubans; third, 
to protect the Filipinos from outside interference while they 
work out their destiny, just as we have protected the repub- 
lics of Central and South America find are, by the Monroe 
doctrine, pledged to protect Cuba." 


1 hat is, he will pass it up to Congress, just as President 


McKinley has done, the President being without power to 
legislate in the matter. However, McKinley has not thought 
it wise, and the country agrees with him, to be hasty in 
legislating for the Filipinos until order is restored in the 
islands. How a stable form of government is to be estab- 
lished in the Philippines before there is peace and order nnrl 
the conditions ascertained so that Congress may legislate 
intelligently .Mr. Bryan does not explain. It is charitable to 
presume he does not know. 


Bryan s very first proposition is for the establishment ol 


"a stable government for the Filipinos," but he evades the 
important fact that there must be obedience to authority or 
else there can be no jrovcrmncnt. 
When he proposes to 


give independence to the Filipinos is not stated. 
Plainly 


he proposes to give them a government not of their own 
making or seeking, which can only be established by force, 
and ior governing them for an indefinite period without 
their consent. 
What then becomes of all his stilted and 


lachrymose cant about the ''consent of the governed."

FAST RAILROAD TRAINS. 


The general public will be surprised to learn that the fast- 


est long distance run on railways is in France. The fastest 
long distance regular train in the world is the Orleans and 
Midi Express, from Pans to Bayonne, a distance of 486 1-4 
miles. This run is made on a regular schedule at the rate of 
54-13 miles an hour, including six stops. 


The Empire State Express, from New York to Buffalo, a 


distance of 440 miles, makes 53-33 miles an hour, including 
tour stops. The fastest train in England runs from London 
to Edinburgh at the rate of 50.77 miles an hour. 


The iastcst short distance run in the world is between Phil- 


adelphia and Atlantic City. The distance is 55 1-2 miles and 
is made at the rate of 66.6 miles an hour without a single 
stop. 
But there arc several short distance runs in France 


that come in as close seconds. 
For instance, the Northern 


Railway Express runs from Paris to Amiens at the rate of 
<M-S miles an hour. A stiff grade in one place makes the run 
lor a distance of Si 3-4 miles remarkable. 
The run from 


Pans to Calais Pier, a distance of .04 miles, is made at the 
rate of 57.2 miles an hour, with four stops. 


There arc several other trains in France that set .he pace 


in running for the rest of the world. Taken all round, the 
trench railways hold the record for regular fast running. 
It is true that several of the French railways have recently 
ordered American locomotives, but the speed made on thei'r 
roads indicates that they are not to be sneezed at in the mat- 
ter of railroading. 


Out of fourteen trains running a mile a minute and upward, 


ten are American, two French and two English, but it is 
worthy of note that the French runs are much longer than 
any of the others, the English being the shortest of all. All 
the American runs of a mile a minute and over are on the 
two roads—the Pennsylvania and the Philadelphia and Red- 
ding—running between Camden and Atlantic City. Thcrc is 
no grade between these points. The shortest distance fast 
run in France is between. Morccau and Bordeaux, 673-4 
miles, at the rate of 61.6 miles an hour. Taking all 
over its various lines into consideration, the iastcst regular 
passenger train service is given by the Northern Railway of 
P'rance. It beats the Pennsylvania and the New York Ccn- [ • 
tral, the two crack roads of the United States.

CALIORNIA POLITIC 
IT LOOKS To AN EXP

SAN 
FRANCISCO, Aug. IT.—As might 
have been 


expected, art immediate result of the knocking out of the 
primary law is the appearance upon the scene of a. number 
of "independents." With the statute in force they were with- 
out a chance to bob up their heads, but now that there is 
a return to the old conditions the man who thinks less of 
his party than he does of himself is going to be very much 
in evidence again. 


The independent is a very useful creation, though, to the 


boss system of politics, for if the man who carries off the 
party nomination is not suitable to the powers that be, all 
that is necessary is to throw another candidate into the fight 
as a free lance and like as not he wiil be able to score enough 
votes to secure victory for the opposition nominee—the end 
sought to be attained. In addition, however, to those wiio 
go before the people under the conditions referred to there 
are many to whom the independent route presents the only 
possible road to success and who travel it on purely a per- 
sona! basis regardless o f - w h o may have been nominated by 
cither side. 
Dr. C. C. O'Donnell is one oi this ilk. lie 


landed in the Coroner's office and nearly got away with the 
Mayoralty on an independent basis, so it should surprise no 
one to hear that lie will be a candidate fur Congress in the 
Fourth District this year, going it alone, as usual. He con- 
fided this piece of information to his friends this week and 
is in fact already engaged in the preliminaries for the long 
siege of petitioning and street-corner speaking which figure 
so prominently in all his campaigns. 


An independent is also announced in the Fifth District 


in the person of George W. Monteith. the Populist leader. 
He will assuredly be in the running unless something at pres- 
ent unforseen changes his plans, for he cannot get the Dem- 
ocratic nomination and tlie Populist one will amount to 
nothing. 
He has hopes for success on the many personal 


antagonisms to Loud, who is to he the Republican nominee, 
but outside of himself (here is no one around who even con- 
cedes him the possibility of being elected. 


THE DEMOCRATIC END. 


Talking of Congress brings to mind the fact that the Dem- 


erratic candidates are beginning to come out of .the woods. 
They have hitherto been very shy and diffident as they did 
not want to he subjected to the "touching" ordeal every can- 
didate has to experience any longer then necessary, but to 
delay further is flangerous. and the various aspirants are 
therefore holding up their Iruuls for recognition. 


In the the First District the two Democratic candidates 


"are located in Santa Rosa. They are A. .B. W;irc and Kinmett 


Seawefl, both attorneys and each well known throughout the 
district. Scawell had the nomination two 
years ago, 
but 


coftkl do nothing with it against Barhani. 


In the second either Jnc Sproulc or Caminetti will he the 


Democratic nominee with the odds in favor of the former, 
who says he will not run i) lie has to first make- a fight in 
his own party for the nomination. 
The Democrats think 


they have a fairly good chance to hold on to this district 
on account of (lie big majority huiit up by De Vries during 
the two terms he represented it. Furthermore they figure 
that if Forbes gets the Republican nomination, as appears 
to be the program, they wi!l have the miners on their side. 


for, 
as District Attorney of Yuba county, Forbes had to 


fight the hydraulickcrs both in the courts and at Sacr.ime:ito 
on some legislative matters. Attorney Sam Wood of Stock- 
ton has lately taken up the cudgels in an endeavor to get 
the Republican nomination on these very lines, for he'thinks 
that the party will not put up anyone who might be antagon- 
ized by the mining interests. 
. National C'oiiiniitteeman Tarpcy of Alamcda can get the 
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Democratic nomination in the Third if he will but say the 
word, but he is somewhat adverse to doing so because he 
does not feel iike sacrificing his multifarious business inter- 
ests to politics. 


Instead of clearing, the Democratic complications in the 


Fourth appear to he in a more involved 
state 
than ever. 


Senator Porter Ashe/is said to have deckled not to seek the 
nomination, and ex-National Committe'eman J. J. Dwycr, 
who was also mentioned as a strong possibility, says that he 
will have none of it. 
Gavin McNab is another of "those 


mentioned" to decline with thanks, but it is not all a case 
of retirement by any means, for there arc some new comers 
on the scene. 
Fish and Game Commissioner Alec Vogel- 


sang is one of them and Charles Edelman 
thinks he can 


spare enough time from the 
Piper 
will 
settlement to be 


.another. . By recalling the celebrated passage-at-arms be- 
tween Phelan and Edlcjuan when they were east recently as 
delegates to the National Convention, it becomes certain 
that Edelman will have to fight the Phelan forces if he ex- 
pects the nomination, and it is scarcely likely therefore that 
he can land the persimmon. Maguirc continues as strong a 
probability as ever, and there are many who are 
satisfied 


that at the last moment he will put on his war paint and go 
forth into his old battleground again. It is remarkable, too, 
with what persistency the name of Judge Coffey 
keeps re- 


curing in connection with the nomination, and it is claimed 
that, although to all intents and purposes he is steadfastly 
in the judiciary fight, he is really wavering on the question 
of running for Congress. 
As an argument that such is the 


case it is set forth that he has two nephews admitted to prac- 
tice, and that lie realizes that a law firm of Coffey, Coffey & 
Coffey would bring him in a much larger income than he 
can obtain on the bench, for it would naturally do a big- 
probate business. 
T i c could, or rather might, get into Con- 


gress, gathering in $5,000 a year and added prestige, so as 
it looks as if he would have a good chance to beat Kahn in 
the district it can be understood wli3' the judge is said to be 
on the fence on the issue. 


Ex-Senator Gcsford is out For the nomination in the Fifth 


and will probably get it as there are few of the faithful who 
feet like tackling that big majori-ty that Loud always rolls 
up. Biggy was for awhile believed to be in the race, but it 
can positively be asserted that he will not even lot his name 
be brought up. 


In the Sixth District most of the work 1 so far done for 


the nomination has been performed by William Graves of 
San Luis Obispo. There is a rumor that ex-Senator Del 
Valle of Los Angeles may become a candidate and the names 
of two other Angclcnos—ex-Mayor Snycler .and Jud Rush— 
are also mentioned. Byron Waters of San Bernardino is re- 
garded as a probability. 


The Seventh Distr ict is considered in the probable column 


by the Democrats, for it was formerly a fusion section, being 
represented in 1856 by Castle, the coalition" nominee. Al- 
though Ncedham swung it into line for the Republicans, his 
majority was -small enough to raise the hopes this year o: 
some ambitious Democrats, three, of whom have already 
declared their willingness to try issues with the incumbent 
They arc all lawyers—Judge Conkling of San Diego county, 
L. J. Maddox of Modesto and W. D. Crichton of Fresno. 


OUR EXTRA 
CONGRESSMAN. 


Apropos of Congressmen, the fact that California is al- 


most certain to secure an additional representative as a re- 
sult of the last census is giving those 
who 
control party 


machinery something- to think about just now. 
At 
tlie 


Democratic headquarters it was figured for awhile, that the 
extra Congressman could be elected this year and it was 
planned to run one at large pending the redistricting of the 
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State by the next Legislature. Investigation shows, however, 
that there is no way in which the new place coutd be ob- 
tained at once for the reason that no matter what may be 
known about the population of California there is no way in 
which the result can be officially proclaimed until Congress 
meets. That body will, if it finds that on the system of rep- 
resentation California is entitled to eight Congressmen, make 
a Formal .finding to that effect upon which the State Legisla- 
ture can then act. 


It is stated, however, that the next Congress is likely to 


take steps towards restricting representation in the House 
in future, owing to the fact that it is already 3. large and un- 
wieldy body, and if excessive additions are 
made to it 


whenever the census is taken, it is only a question of time be- 
fore there would be such a multitude of Congressmen that 
public business could not be 
properly 
transacted. 
It is 


scarcely likely though that a limitation can be effected at 
this time, so Californa can feel certain of eight Congressmen 
anyhow. 


Upon the next Legislature will fall the duty of redistricting 


the State, so whichever party is in control 
will naturally 


have things all its own way and should be able to 
gerry- 


mander so as to secure a clean sweep for its candidates for a 
few years to come. As it is almost a sure thing that the Re- 
publicans will have the handling of the work, some prelim- 
inary figuring is already being done especially in the Bay 
District Some of the heavy Republican precincts are to be 
thrown from the Fifth into the Democratic Fourth and in 
return Santa Cruz county is to be awarded to the Fifth. 
In 


this way it is thought that both the Fourth and Fifth Dis- 
tricts will become safely Republican, for awhile at least. The 
Second and Seventh Districts are also to be rearranged, for in 
their present shape they arc too much within reach of the 
Democrats to be pleasant. It will take some fine work to do 
all this sort of thing properly, but as adepts are engaged in 
the task they are not likely to overlook anything. 


• 
NO FUSION THIS YEAR. 


One thing that seems to be well established in the Demo- 


cratic mind this year is that the party will have to go it 
alone. 
The leaders do not hesitate to say that Populism is 


dead in this State, for what little life it may have had remain- 
ing was squeezed out of it by Towne's withdrawal from the 
National ticket. 
Without any acknowledged head and with 


the main body itself torn into a do/.cn pieces by the inces- 
sant •wrangling of the past three or four years, the third 
party has apparently been removed from the political hori- 
zon as far as California is concerned. There is to be no fig- 
uring on fusion therefore this fall, and everything will go 
back to the old-time Republican versus Democratic propo- 
sition where the fight wages on its political merits. 


Three stenographers are kept busy at 
the 
Democratic 


headquarters in the California hotel sending out letters and 
notices to the various County Committees with the object 
of inducing them to organize. 
It is proving a very difficult 


task this year to get the Democratic clubs to prepare for 
business, their lassitude being evidently an appreciation of 
the hopelessness of the fight. However, Chairman Sims is 
going to spur.-up as much enthusiasm as possible, and if the 
correspondence he is now sending out does not bring satis- 
factory results some organizers will probably be dispatched 
from headquarters ere long. 


PHELAN'S MACHINE CONTROL. 


One thing about which the Democrats think they have 


good reason to chuckle is their complete control of the lo- 
cal machinery of San Francisco. 
The vast and far reaching 


patronage possessed 
by Mayor 
Phelan. .extending 
as it 


does to the Election Commissioners, the Fire and Police 
Departments and all the other institutions that control poli- 
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tics, is an influence that cannot be gainsaid, especially under 
the old primary system. 
As one of the leading Democratic 


bosses remarked this week: ''If they arc on to their jobs 
at the City Hall most of the returns ought to be already 
in." 


Speaking of Mayor Phelan brings up a rumor that is cur- 


rent 'here, but has so far escaped the newspapers. It is that 
when .he returns from Europe he will bring a bride with 
him—a not unlikely occurrence when it is remembered that- 
he is young, wealthy and powerful. However, it is only a, 
rumor and must be taken for what it is worth for there U 
no way of verifying it at this end. 


THE JUDGES' FIGHT. 


A slight change has occurred in the judicial fight here. 


Sloss, who was originally identified with the short term, hat 
switched over and is now out for the full honors. In turn. 
Justice of the Peace Kerrigan has got into the short term 
fight—a move that shows good horse sense, for he will not 
have to run the gauntlet with all the old experienced judges 
like Daingerfield, Coffey and Bahrs, but will simply have, 
either Brodbeck or Louis de Bartlctt to beat. 


The way things are going now Steve Co^tello will carry 


off one of the Democratic nominations, in which event it 
will be an interesting situation to see which of the young 
men will be elected—Kerrigan, CosteUo, Hosmer and Sloss. 
It is not likely that they will all get in—they will be in kick 
indeed if two of them land. 
The. Native Sons clement ii 


going to play a great part as regards these young candidate?, 
and as they all realize it the amount of wire pulling that ia 
going on in that order is astonishing. 


O'BRIEN TO'STUMP. 


A little item of interest is that Thomas V. O'Brien, the 


orator whose efforts from the mint steps led to his arrest by 
Superintendent Frank Leach, is going east at the invitation 
of the National Committee to speak for Bryan. 
O'Brien, 


who is somewhat of an erratic genius, was formerly a staunch 
Republican—so much so in fact that he ran for Congress in 
the Fourth District on the Republican ticket against lla- 
guire, the last time the Juusse was elected. 
He has, however, 


become a fierce anti-imperialist, and for that reason has 
turned his back upon all his old-time political friends and 
has gone into the enemy's camp. He is a fairly good talker 
and the fact that he can be posed as a. convert from Repub- 
licanism is an additional reason why the National Commit- 
tee went after him.

to Great Britain's

The appointment of Li Hung- Chang- as 


the Chinese plenipotentiary for :the nego- 
tiation of terms of peace has been receiv- 
ed 
with . various feelings here. Those 
who Know the Far East have deep dis- 
trust of the old Viceroy, and 'they insist 
"that his nomination can bode no good io 
this country. If not hostile to all foreign- 
ers, .he Is at any rate a determined op- 
jjonent of the British, whom be has ai- 
TKays disliked, notwithstanding his past 
relations with General Gordon and other 
' Englishmen. 
. 
On. the other hand, some Chlnesu H.X- 
perts contend that the appointment shows 
that the Manchu. government, realizing 


that the powers are in earnest, relies on. 
Karl u to arrange terms and to patch 
up an accommodation as lie did after .the 
Tien Tsin massacres in 1S70. 


The. latest batch of cipher 'mep.sa.pes re- 
ceived from the '.Ministers at Peking is 
considered to be significant, and in -some 
degree reassuring. There are determined 
skeptics and croakers, such as those who 
were providing a. month ago circumstan- 
tial 
accounts 
of an alleged wholesale, 
butchery at the legations, but not much 
attention is paid to them. The wisdom, 
of the ministers in declining1 to leave Pe- 
king unless adequate protection can ba 
secured 
for them is obvious to every- 
body. It is not, however, regarded as ab- 
solutely certain .that the offer to escort 
foreigners to Tien Tsin is re-ally a trap. 
To judge from (Previous experiences of 
Chinese in at hods, it is possible that file 
Tsung li Yamen intends ultimately to de- 
liver the legation staffs in safety to the. 
allied commanders, but it will procrasti- 
nate and prevaricate as long as possible, 
and will, certainly maintain its ho.ld on 
the diplomatists while there seems a re- 
mote prospect elf using them as hostages 
to extort favorable terms of settlement.

have been loudiy exclaiming for v;eek? 
past that Lord Roberts has been ab- 
surdly moderate in his methods, and 
that there must be an end of misplaced 
leniency -which only encouraged

Boers to prolong their resistai-.ce after 
all chance of successfully opposing tha 
.British advance in the field is at an end. 
They ar« in favor of treating the Boers 
now in arms as mere banditti, instead erf 
soldiers, and they argue that the pacifi- 
cation of the country will be indefinitely 
postponed unless drastic examples arc 
promptly made. They say that snipers, 
train-wreckers and Burghers found in 
arms after taking tile oath of allegiance 
should be promptly shot and 
their 


property confiscated. 


The fact is, Englishmen are beginning

The 
Chinese do nc.t want railroads. Still less

of all those conducted by foreign devils 
In 
sacred h;lls, anil they are incensed 


"when samples of ore are knocked oft ('nun 
their 
tombs or their temples. Every- 


where are found agents of syndicates eag- 
<T to secure concessions, often doing noth- 
ing with them save to hold them for fu- 
ture speculation. This view of the mat- 
ter may be an unjust one, and many of 
these men I know to be doing honest 
•work In the in.tereyls of the Chinese peo- 
ple. Still, public opinion awards them a 
large share in the disturbance of Chinese 
KOCH! feeling.

divided nor retained by outside- powers if 
it is once awakened

snen foresee ithe formation of two srrong 
nations—Manchuria and China.—Instead of 
the one now as a na.tion headless and ir- 
responsible. Some concede Tartar Man- 
churia to Russia, in which case Japan 
•will take Korea, which sho does not want 
pave as part of the strategy o;f nations. 
This Japanese, gentlemen freely concede, 
but it is felt J-apan will have to do it, as 
they have already taken the ffractions find 
ui'.protitable island of Formosa. The Jap- 
<in Mall thus sums up in striking fashion
